Teachers are wantiad for work on 
the Labrador coast. The work is en- 
tirely voluntary. The committee pays 
railway fares from Jloiitrcal, or 
.equivalent Ulsia-sicef, lo Quebec, and 
Arranges for accomodation there. 

Th« teachers come under the juris* 
dlcllon of the School Inspector for the 
iCanàdlan Labrador. The work may 
3)6 divided Into two types — school- 
M'Ork and adult educational work, 'i'he 
schools aro mixed and' ung'raded. The 
number of pupils varies from five lo 
twenty.- 

Vor the adult educational work, the 
Keacbcrs are expected to prepare the 
people for the talks given by travel- 
ling lecturers. Kot later than two 
tv'.ecks after their return the' teachers 
•re expected to hand in a report on 
tlieir work.

Tho film, while taking just under 
an hour to show, portrayed the whole 
Rtory of the annual expedition wlilch 
patrols Canada's .Aictic islands, to ro- 
prnvlsion the permanent posts eslab- 
li.^hed by tho Government and to 
carry on scicntifio Investigation. Mo- 
Gill had Us share in tho 102!! cxpo- 
dMH when Robert Rowmnn and jini 
Cti^flo were shipmates ot Jlr. Finnic. 
Worked Northward 

As .shown in the picture, tha ex- 
peditionary vessel, the S. S, Bcolhic 
started from XortU Sydney, Cape 
Breton Island, proceeded through .the 
Str.ait of Relic l.-ilt^, and worked her 
way northward as far as open water 
permitted, into the nciplibourhood of 
latitude 79 degrees north, or a little 
loss than 700 miles from ths Pole 
where tlio most northerly post is lo- 
cated. On the return trip calls were 
mado at Devon Island which Is COO 
miles beyond tho Arctic Circle, at 
several points on Raftln Island, and 
at Chesterfield Inlet on the West 
co.ist ot Hudson Ray. 

Aetualitiei / 

The movie Is made up ot actualities, 
Scarcely any ot tlio scones -were 
staged for tho especial benefit of the 
camera. The cvpcdltlon operated dur- 
ing the brief Arctic summer, and at 
least fifty per -cent of the picture wa.i 
made by the rather confusing light of 
the midnight sun. 

Tho outstanding .scene was that of 
the musk-osen when a whole herd 
of these strange and grimly grotesque 
creatures of tho Arctic were seen at

'^Y^^'^''^' «'eiit o£ .the noble columns of tho Pan- 
theon, dedicated to the rolupuous worship 
ûf Venus, younç DaemonstratcH first saw tho light 
of day. The son of T. Popokos, one ot the many 
fruit merchants in old Greece, his fond parents 
took him to the temple when he was only a fort- 
night old and gave him tho name o£ Uaemonstrates 
because of the coincident vomarlta of the two 
priests, one of whii* said: "What a demonstration 
he makes!" and the other answered: 'JIo bath a 
daemon." 

His :;it;:(.'f fjo.sm'vps mfiiiion, because he was 
the first ot the ancient Greek fruit men to put 
the magic word "Ice Cream" on his shop window, 
and is credited with the invention o( the straw, 

Oftimes in his youth young IDaemonstrales 
would go down to the iiuuy;<kle wJicrc liis father 
hassled angrily willi the suiioit* wUu broiiglit 
spices from the liid, silks from I'cr.se, leu from 
(Jlilne, and bananas from Afrlc. Ills wonderful 
vocabulary can to some extent be traced lo this 
Kource.
